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Emphasis on Material 
Values Scored In 
Hu manities Rep ort

In the present pcriorl of world crisis, wiicn society is in ariite danger of destruction, it is more 
important than ever before that Western nmn siiouid clearly know the values of his own civili- 
zation. 

This is the theme of the Report of tiic Humanities Group of McGill University which has 
just been released to the press. Professor H. G. Files, chairman of Ihb group, told The Daily that 
the report had been prcimred as a background for possible changes in the ciirriculuni for the B.A. 
general degree. Included in the report is an evaluation of tlie present stale of Western civilization, 
and the place and significance of the main subjects of the humanities for the development of a 
responsible and balanced member of society. 




Our Democratic Freedom' 



The report begins by listing the dangers 
"which Ihrcalcii^to frustrate to a greater or less 
degree thcftdcais of those wim upliuhl the 
dignity and worth of human personality". 

"Individual freedom, even where for gcncrationï 
the ideal has been valued and widely realized, (aces 
the- prospect of contraction. "... Admiltlns the 
need of social coercion to prevent large numbers of 
men from violallng the riRhls of others, the humanist 
at the simu time strongly emphasises the primary 
value of cncnuraglngimchitto accept responsibility 
(a) to develop themsélvci in whatever harmless and 
leU' justlfyins ways may be possible, and (b) to 
limposc on themselves a rational self-restraint, and 
a sense of loyalty to others. 

"Education based on such concepts, however, 
clearly depends on the maintenance of human 
freedom". 

"The emphasis on material values today is exces- 
sive . . . It can'haridlyVbc denied that modern com- 
petitive advertising, conspicuous waste, and idolatry 
of gadgets have served with many to dull the sense 
of higher values, to lower the imaginative standards 
on which hope for thc continued health of civilization 
depends, and to present liberal education with a 
major problem." 

". . . Thn remarkable triumphs of tireless human 
curiosity since the Renaissance have brought formid- 



of a free society. Unscrupulous propagandists can 
endanger our liberal value.s by taking advantage 
of slack reading habits in great* numbers of their 
readers. Besides lies and defamations, these pro- 
pagandists can calculatingly use words which will 
arouse In many readers an impulsive emotional 
reaction, which would not be aroused in readers who 
carefully enquired Into the exact , meanings of the 
words in the context. Inexact reading and writing 
are aymplnms of Inexact thinking; and inexact think- 
ing Ik a dUcaiie loo prevalent In modem society. 
Never before was It so Important that the disease 
be resisted for the continuance of democratic 
freedom."

The humanities are defined as studies concerned 
with the religious, ethical, intellectual and aesthetic 
values "which give spiritual significance to human 
life, and to the interpretations which men have given 
of the meaning of their experience." . . 

The report hopes thai the cultivation of the 
humanities will do much to counteract the unhealthy 
tendencies which have Just been outlined. 

It suggests that although the sciences have con- 
tributed enormously to the welfare of mankind in 
recent years that people arc wrong to believe that 
science, of itself, can .';oIvc all the problems of 
human lifr. ". . . Science is interested only in those 
uniformly recurring relations which can lead to

remain to be solved. 

", . , Never in the past was so much known about 
man's environment or about man's life . . . (Hisi full I 
revelation through literature and art of his personal 
sense of life, sometimes healthy, sometinnes morbid, 
representative or unique. Is magnificent surely, but 
not easy to Judge unconfused.* 'Where in this vast 
multiplicity of codes and. particulars which have 
■nsWered to human needs or caprices arc the stand- 
ards which we may think have authority and per- 
manence? The hospitable conspectus of the modern 
mind has proved not unfavourable to anarchy or 
sheer relativism in aesthetics, knowledge, and morals: 
and It becomes a tremendous test to discriminate 
among the motley values and to maintain a clear 
outline or consistent tradition for our civilization. 
Colicrence ,is gone, and the' decline of belief in 
absolute or lasting standards of truth or' value is 
widespread. 

. ". , . The present century has seen a great in- 
crease in population and also a growth in democratic 
countries, of a sense of obligation on the part of 
society to provide educational facilities (or all, so 
far as the student deserves them, and the com- 
munity can afford them. Educators are constantly 
faced with a eomnlex problem of classifying large 
numbers of students according to their needs and 
aptitudes. 

". . . The ever growing complexity of modem 
•ocicty and the tremendous growth In technical 
knowledge of all kinds has resulted in education's 
becoming very much concerned with specialised, 
technical, vocational, and professional training . . . 
There Is a commof tendency nowadays to emphasize 
Toeational training to the .virtual exclusion of the 
humane educational basis which Is so Important. 
•,;".,; Although the development of the Ideal of 
' education for all has' resulted in a vast increase in 
the numbers of the reading public, a disturbingly 
high proportion of the reading public now possesses 
only tiemcntary literacy and must be described as 
fundamentally illiterate. Many whose education had 
made' them literate in a more than elementary sense 
have subsequently allowed their literacy to sink 
. to the elementary level Sections of the public occupy 
themselves only or mainly ;wlth quite worthless 
literature which floods the bookstalls to an alarming 
extent. Unfortunately, along with the shoddy and 
mercenary writers, many well meaning people write 
In a loose imprecise manner. 

". . , Undesirable habits arc widespread not only 
as regards what sections of the public read, but also 
as regards how they read. Too many people read 
even the better books and periodicals in a hurried, 
careless, slapdash manner, extracting from * their 
reading matter, not exactly, but only approximately 
what the wrllcr^ineant to convey. Habits of careful 
reading and writing are essential to the well being

generalization. If there are any uniquely Individual 
aspects of things, these must fall outside Us scope. 
Now there arc respects in which a human being or 
a human society, differs from other human beings or 
other societies. Interest in this uniqueness is, for its 
own sake, no part of science. Even where, as in 
psychiatry or cultural anthropology, the attempt is 
made to penetrate to the particular value formation 
of a person or a community, the aim Is to include 
this as a particular instance within a general law 
or pattern, ", . . In general, the whole dimension of 
experience in which we discern and discriminate 
qualities not perceptible to the senses — the values 
of art. morality, and religion — must fall outside 
the boundaries of science." 

Specific humanistic subjects Include: literature, 
language, 'fine arts, music, and philosophy. The ap- 
propriate aim and function of each of these subjects | 
is discussed in some detail. There is also an appendix | 
in which Dean Fieldhouse of the Faculty of Arts 
and Science, discusses his'tory; and Dean James S. 
Thomson, of the Faculty of Divinity discusses 
religion in the University. 

Selected quotations from the observations on each 
of these subjects follow: 

Literature 

•The literary artist often, shares In the general 
quest for truth in his time, or is the most memorable 
voice of that quest. He may also, like the religious 
genius, have some awareness of reality deeper and 
more intense than Is generally felt, and outside the 
intellectually accepted categories. And though he may 
speak of his own experience he may appear to speak 
not (or himself only, but for the best consciousness 
of his time, often, because, of the eoncreteness and 
pleasurableness of his art, spreading Its wisdom deep- 
ly In the mind, will, and emotions of humanity. 

"The great literary work, reflecting abundantly 
the experience of a great mind, makes it possible for 
other minds both to share in that experience and 
to deal more effectbely with their own."

"I perionally am very delighted 
to have the Mission (that Is spon- 
sored by the Inter-Varsity Christian 
Fellowship) come to the Univer- 
sity", Dr. F. Cyril James, principal 
and vice-chancellor, said at a press 
conference in his Dawson Hall of- 
fice yesterday afternoon. He added 
that he believed that he was also 
expressing the sentiments of the 
Senate, the Board of Governors, and 
the University as a whole. 

He commented that this was the 
only such mission that has been 
held at McGill in the 12 years that 
he has been here,' and emphasized 
that it was the students themselves 
that had been responsible (or or- 
ganizing the entire mission. 
Religious Interest 

The creation of the office of Uni- 
versity Chaplain in 1940 and of the 
Faculty of Divinity in 1048 were 
cited by Principal James as indica- 
tive of the growing interest in 
religion on the campus. The Uni- 
versity itself, he remarked, remains 
non-sectarian as it was when found- 
ed by James McGill.

1J.N. Attacking Again 
In Western Korea 



U.N. forces In Korea recaptured 
the offensive for the first time since 
November 2S yesterday. 

Gaining almost 12 miles In a 
northward drive lo Seoul, enemy 
held raplloi of South Korea, U.S. 
,tank and Infantry teams rècaptur- 
.ed three towns earring them lo 
a position only 25 miles from 
Seoul. Sweeping through scat- 
tered Communist resiitanee, 
elements of the U.S. 3rd division 
captured Osan, 28 miles south of- 
Seoul, while other units captur- 
ed Kumyangjang and the neigh- 
boring village of Cbon. 
Front-line correspondents report- 
ed an enormous ' boost In morale 
among U,N. forces as the progress 
of the offensive was realized. 

Elsewhere in Korea, the picture 
was not as bright. 

Infiltrating through allied lines. 
Communist troops forced U.N, units 
to withdraw from Yongwol, an im 
portant mountain corridor - to 
Southwest Korea.. In the East, a 
eolbnin. of ' enemy troops were 
making an end run at the U.S. ',2nd 
Division holding the rail town of

Closer lo home. President Tru- 
man presented to Congress - the 
lar);rit budget in the history of 
(he United Slates since (he war. 
Three-quarters of It earmarked 
for war built up the budget and 
amounted lo a soaring $71,594,- 
000,000. In his speech lo Congress, 
the President noted the neces- 
sity for defences of other free 
countries as well against (he "im- 
minent possibility" of attack by 
the "barbaric" forces of Com- 
munlim. 

Along the same lines as the U.S., 
Britain's top defence planners told 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, in 
Europe as the Atlantic Pact nation's 
supreme commander, that within 
three years the estimated expend- 
iture on defence will be increased 
to $15,000,000,000. Industry and pro- 
duction, meanwhile, were being 
geared to «a near war-time pitch, 
while 100,000 veterans of the last 
war were expected .«nnn to be call- 
ed up (or three months training.

France undertook to make a sur- 
vey of the national backgrounds 
a((ecting higher education, and of 
the structure and methods of oper*'' , 
atlon of the student organizations, ' 
Belgium agreed to take charge of ' 
the exchange" of • Infomiation^'on* 
student conditions between the stu- 
dent unions. The raising of teams 
to participate under expert guid- 
ance in the fundamental ediication- 
al projects of UNESCO, was -left 
to Denmark. The United States 
agreed to investigate the sending 
of highly qualified students as as- 
sistants on the technical missions 
of inter-governmental agencies. 
MORE SCIIOLARSUIES 

An increase in scholarships ayail< 
able in all countries was suggested,, 
and it was recommended that the 
national unions supply information 
on study opportunities in their 
countries to UNESCO. The setting 
up of an international news agency 
(U-Press), with bureaus In North 
America, Europe, and Southeast 
Asia tCinada, England, and Aus- 
tralia) was discussed, and for Can- 
ada The Toronto Varsity agreed to 
look Into it further. 

In his report, of the conference 
in The Varsity, Gray said that' the 
twenty participating nations were 
seeking a way to work .together ^ 
but were confused and divided, and^ 
hence weak. He said, "The reason 
for the meeting at Stockholm was

They 
arc "Tl-Coq" by Fridolln, and 
"Mother Goose," a Christmas pan- 
tomime by the radio comics, Wayne 
and Shustcr, and Eric Christmas. 
Intense Drama 
■Ti-Cnq" (the spelling was origin- 
ally "TIt-Coq, ' but when translated 
into Ennglish became the phone- 
tically correct "Tl-Coq") has been 
playing In Montreal for the past 
two^ycani,ifor,javer...two hund 
performances 'Vn^Frciiich, then this 
fall, for seven weeks in English. 
Throughout thi.s period, Gratien 
Gelinas, the brain behind the pro- 
duction, has constantly worked to 
Improve and perfect his play. 

Nothing has been left to chance. 
The play Itself has humour, 
pathos and drama. It Is natural 
and believable In Us view of 
Habitant life. Each line Is written 
for enecl, and each actor rcniises 
perfectly his task. 

The language has been called a 
barrier to its success. Vet, Broad- 
way liked "The Happy Time." The 
Americans consider a French- 
Canadian accent picturesque. If 
they understand the accent, and I 
believe they will, they should 
thoroughly enjoy the play as. a 
whole. 

When "Ti-Coq" goes to Chicago, 
following its present sold-out en- 
gagement in Toronto, it will be one 
occasion when Canadian talent is 
not lost to us by going to the 
States. This talent will act as a 
good-will ambassador, and return 
to its native land. 

In Toronto, Herbert Whillakrr 
of the Globe and Mall said of "Tl- 
Coq", "It'a a strong, almost ugly 
drama, full of excitement, wrench- 
ed from the soil of Quejiec by « 
man who understands his people 
welt ... a fnrtlirlglil drama set 
down with Immcn.ic craftsmanship 
and rarely wavering from an In- 
tensity which holds its audience." 

These are definitely superlatives. 
Yel, they are true words spoken 
of one of the first pieces of really 
Important writing " In Canadian 
drama.

"Alolher Goose", the ffrst Christ- 
mas pantomime to appear locally 
in twenty.five years, played here 
for nearly two weeks during the 
holidays. This was a pantomime In 
the British tradition, yet the talent, 
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Jokes, dahces, songs^and music were 
Canadian'. 

-As in the British pantomimes, the 
Principal Girl (Mother Goose) was 
played by a man, (Eric Christmas) 
while the principal boy, (Colin) 
was played by a girl, (Mac Craven). 
Both of these have been on the 
English stage, and their ..past ex- 
perience added, much to tlic value 
of the show. 

For the Youngster 
A pantomime is essentially a 
spectacle production for the child- 
ren; and 'they enjoyed every minute 
of it, especially ■ the slapstick 
scenes. However, adults find the 
comedy amusing, andl much of the 
satire is directed at them rather 
than the youngsters. The song en 
titled "Glamour" sung by Jack and 
the two Heralds tells of all that 
milady must do to be beautiful. I 
never knew that so many "beauty" 
preparations existed! 

The songs written by Wayne 
and Shuster, Including "Glam- 
our," "Hurray for Everyllilng" 
and "I'm Glad I'm Me" had much 
of the rhythm and bounce which 
made Wayne and Hhuater's "Army 
Show" music so popular. In 
"Mother Goose" their humour 
was belter than it usually Is on 
the radio. 

Eric Christmas wa.s even funnier 
as Mather Gnose than he is as that 
flbno.xious creature (what corking 
fun!) Hcathcliffc. The scenes where 
he sang "Lovely Bunch of Cocoa- 
nut,' 'and after he had become 
"beautiful" were masterpieces. 

'This production has shown that 
in the field of comedy and musicals, 
Canada has excellent talent to -of- 
fer, just OS "Ti-Coq" shows Can- 
ada's potential in the field of drama 
Soon wc may be fortunate enough 
to have a professional theatre. 

Ottawa has made a modest be- 
ginning. Every week the Cana- 
dian Itepertory Theatre puts on 
a different production for the Ot- 
tawa public. Here; aeldrs and 
actresses gain valuable experi- 
ence, and are able to make a liv- 
ing In the theatre, 
Montreal was fortunate enough 
to see two actor.' from this group, 
Amelia Hail and Christopher Plum- 
mer, in plays 'produced by Mont- 
real's Canadian Art Theatre, this 
past summer. Let us hope that their 
work in local drama circles will 
convince others that Montreal too 
has talent, and lhat we can support 
a professional theatre in our midst.

The setting of the bull-s°esslon 
usually turns out to be a small, 
smoky room, lighted by a naked 
bulb, with no chairs- or very few, 
so that the participants are obliged 
to deposit their ■ carcases on the 
lloor. The sessioners are usually a 
bunch of bleary-eyed college stud 
cuts (preferably men), who would 
be doing themselves a great service 
If they gave up the whole thing 
and went to bed for a change. The 
subjects arc peculiar; never do they 
discuss such vital questions as is 
Mary HIggins nuts to go out with 
lhat half-baked Jones fellow: or 
will the suburban train fares go 
up?

We may even^be surj 
that no matter what conclusions we 
come to about Wordsworth's critical 
theories, his poeiry'^wiU remain, 
and will be read and loved by just 
a.: many millions as before. 
Unhealthy Pastime 
But all the same, there wc sit,- de- 
frauding ourselves of valuable 
sleep, getting cramped from sitting 
on the floor, rapidly running out of 
cigarettes, arguing about there irre- 
levant points. There is go order In 
the session, no chairman, no organ- 
ized parliamcntiary procedure— 
and, as like as not, no concrete con- 
c'usions or solutions come out of 
l; all. 

"Waste of time," says the succciis- 
ful businessman; "horribly un- 
healthy", says the medic; "no fun," 
says the hedonist engineer— but. 
then thinking always was horribly 
unhealthy, wasn't it?

training. The scales have been tipped too far on the 
side of specialization, and siqce jhe major emphasis 
has been on the sciences, .sonie- constructive thought 
should have been given to the.mannér. in virhich all 
univcrsity^edueation, including professional training, 
can be liberalized by the humane disciplines. The 
humanities have been so badly infected by specializa- 
tion that they have sometimes lost their own sense 



of value by a spurious imitation of scientific 
methodology. The other function of the humanities 
is- to. become a distinctive group of- studies having 
a, value in themselves with opportunity tor advanced 
study therein. 

"Religion can enter a claim to share in both of 
these contributions, i.e., in general and specialized 
education.'
